PARIS APACHES’ CRUELTY TONED 


Women censors watched twelve reels of 
moving pictures flashed on the screen at the 
city hall yesterday. They are not yet vested 
with power to order changes, but individual- 
ly they indorsed alterations directed in the 
films they saw. 

About forty reels were examined by the 
police bureau during the day, and cuts or 
other changes were ordered in two which the 
new censors saw, Most of the pictures the 
women did not see, as they were exhibited 
at the manufacturers’ reoms. The orders 
they heard issued were to reduce crime to a 
minimum in one picture and to eliminate im- 
morality from another by the insertion ot 4 
new subtitle. 

Practically all the other decisions covered 
killings and similar violence the police 
censors declared harmful and unnecessary to 
the success of the pictures. 


“Merchant of Venice” Approved. 
Only one “ citizens’ jury” sat during the 
day and that one approved “ The Merchant 
of Venice,” in which a change of subtitle was 
made voluntarily by the owner to substitute 
the name “Shylock” for the words “ the 
Jew.” 
The cut ordered in the presence of the 
women censors was in the film called “ In the 
ot the Paris Apaches,” the story of 
a child kidnaped and held for ransom, The

Asserts One Defendant: Advised 
Her Husband Not to Tell 
the Truth. 


The prosecution yesterday completed its 
evidence in the Twentieth ward vote fraud 
case on trial before Judge Foell.

Pay of crews of regular work trains te 
be increased whenever the daily mileage 
exceeds their daily rate. 

The railroad is bound by the agreement 
not to reduce passenger crews or increase 
mileage to offset the increases in wages. 


Three Requests of Workers Denied.

BAD FLAW IN PRIMARY LAW 
Leaders Say It Provides for Two 
| Elections Next April. 


ONE TO PICK COMMITTEES. 


Provision Intended for Presidential 
Tears Is General. 


Discovery of a supposed flaw in the 1013 
amendments to the direct primary law may 
bring on the fight for control of the state 
political parties in April instead of Septem- 
ber, and compel primary elections through- 
out Illinois on April 14, the week after the 
Chicago city elections. 

Such a primary, which the muddled termes 
ot the · primary act seem to direct, would elect 
state committeemen of the four parties in 
each congressional district of the state, and 
precinct committeemen in each precinct out- 
side of Chicago, The law provides for the 
“election of ward committeemen in Chicago 
in the primaries of Sept. 9, the precinct com- 
mitteemen in the city having been abolished 
by a specific section of the 1913 act. 


Extra Session Proposed, 

The situation was held in some quarters 
to be sufficiently critical to warrant an extra 
session of the legislature. 

The section in question is as follows: 

** Seotion 9—Subsection 1.—The state cen- 
tral committee shall be composed of one mem- 
ber from each congressional district in the 
state and shall be elected as follows: At the 
September primary held in the year A. D. 
1910 and at the April primary held avery 
two years thereafter, each primary elector 
may vote for one candidate of his party for 
member of the state central committee,” etc.

Mrs. Stevenson Born in Indiana. 


Mrs. Stevenson was born Fanny Vandergrift 


in Indiana, Her first husbend was Samuel A. 
Osborme. from whom she obtained a divorce 
in 1879, Little is known of the early years 
of her hfe. 

It was in 1876 that she met Stevenson while 
she was sojourning with her son and daugh- 


+ ter in France. Her domestic life was not 


happy even at this date, and she and Steven- 
sen became close friends. 

In lors she was obliged to return to her 
home in California, and in August of the fol- 
lowing year, alarmed at news of her health, 
Stevenson hurriedly crossed the Atlantic, 
traveling as a steerage passenger, partly be- 
cause of lack of means, partly for the expe- 
rience. 

At San Francisco he succumbed to a des- 
perate iliness from the effects of which he 
never fully recovered. The woman who was 
to be his wife nursed him through the worst 
of his illness, and in May, 1880, they were 
married and went to live in a deserted mining 
town in the coast range of the Sierras. 


Wife Nurses Invalid Author. 

Stevenson was in chronic fll health. Much 
has been written of the great love and pa- 
tience ehOwn by Mrs. Stevenson for her 
stricken husband. She went with him to 
the South seas, where at Vailima im 
Samoa she nursed him and acted as amanu- 
ensig and general aid in his writing. Subse- 
quently they went to Scotland, where Steven- 
son's parents lived. 

After her husband's death in Samoa in 1804 
Mra, Stevenson withdrew herself from the 
world to a considerable extent. Until re- 
cently she made her home in San Francisco. 
In 1008 she sold her home there and went to 
Santa Barbara. 

Mes. Stevenson not only collaborated with 
her in some of his most charming 
work but, writing under her maidén name, 
had attained some fame as a writer of short 
9 1 and magazine articles.

Her pen also aided in the produc- 
tion of “ Prince Otto.”

CUT RATES GOT BUSINESS. 


Evidenee That Rall Systems Passed on 
Schedules of Boat Lines. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]) 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.—(Special. J 
Practices by means of which the great trunk 
line railroads stifie the competition of water 
transportation in the great lakes region were 
described today to the interstate commerce 
commission during the hearing of the petition 
of the Pennsylvania railway te retain con- 
trol of the Anchor line. 

Walter Thayer admitted that he is inter- 
ested primarily in getting ali the business 
possible for the rail lines, despite the fact 
he is general freight agent of the Anchor 
line. 

“If the rail and lake lines were not under 
the same ownership and the general freight 
agent of the railroad was not the general 
aie ge agent of the lake line also, do you 

not think there would be more apt to be com- 
petition between the rail and water routes?” 
Mr. Thayer was asked. 
“I do not think so,"’ he replied. 


Companies “Split Up” Territory. 

That the steamship companies have split 
up” the great lakes territory in such a way 
that competition is eliminated was shown. 

Correspondence disclosed that when the 
Detroit and Cleveland company, which is not 
owned by a railroad, began to compete for 
business passing from Duluth to Detroit, the 
railroad-owned Anchor line retaliated by be- 
ginning to solicit business from Detroit to 
Cleveland at a lower rate than that received 
by the Detroit and Cleveland line for that 
service. 

A soon as the Detroit and Cleveland com- 
pany gave up its competition for business to 
the upper lake ports, the Anchor line an- 
nounced that it would no longer actively so- 
licit business between Cleveland and Detroit, 


Railroads Passed on Rates. 

Correspondence taken from the files of the 
Asecciation of Lake Lines showed that be- 
fore a matter having to do entirely with 
the rates on all-water haul are passed upon, 
they must be referred to the great trunk ling 
railroads. 

In the case of sugar moving entirely by 
water from New York to Chicago, the rail- 
roads dictated to the water carriers that the 
free storage privilege which they had been 
giving in the ship company’s own warehouses 
in Chicago must be eliminated.

Fitzgerald yesterday inserted a joker into 
the Alaska railroad bill which will endanger 
its enactment into law during this congress. 
Den if the bill is enacted as it now stands, 
the president will be seriously handicapped 
in directing the construction of the road. 

Fitagerald Controls Money, 

Through an amendment, striking out the 
provision for an issue of $35,000,000 in bonds 
for the construction of the railroad, Mr. 
Fitegerald hes taken the control of the 


| Gnancial end of the construction away from 


the president and placed it in his own hands. 
As the bill passed the house it authorized an 
appropriation of $35,000,000 for the work, in- 
stead of a bond issue of §35,000,000 to raise 
money for ft. 

However, it does not appropriate $35,000,000 
in its present form, but only $1,000,000. No 
more money can be had until the house com- 
mittee on appropriations considers the re- 
quest of the president for additional appro- 
priations, and then only if it considers the 
request favorably. 


Held as Club Over Wilson? 

President Wilson, as a result, is placed in 
a particularly embarassing position. It is 
charged that Fitzgerald inserted his amend- 
ment merely to get a club to wield over the 
president in the present fight for the reor- 
ganization of the Democratic party in New 
York, 

The bill will go to conference with the house 
conferees lined up to insist upon the Fits 
gerald amendment. If the senate agrees to 
the amendment the president will have the 
alternative of signing the bill or vetoing it 
with a protest against the amendment.

Unfortunately it is subjected 
to systematic and extensive adulteration, so, 
when some people say that they do not like 
Olive oil, they are really affirming that they 
do not like adulterated olive oll, , he perhaps 
they do not know the delicate flavor and ex- 
treme palatability of the pure article. 

Dr. Wiley says that bottles labeled Pure 
Virgin Olive Oil” have been found in many 
instances to be highly adulterated, and orig- 
inally of the cheapest grade. There are more 
than a dozen grades, because of the different 
quality of what comes successfully from the 


presses and the different grades of olives 
used. 


Both druggist and grocer put their olive 
oll in show windows, as they should not do, 
especially the druggist, for what he selle is

Aldermen and Railroad Offi- 
cials Get Closer Together 
than Heretofore, 


FEW ISSUES REMAIN. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT, 

The railroad and city officials yesterday 
got closer together on the plans for the pro- 
posed $35,000,000 west side terminal than 
they have been at any time since negotiations 
started ten months ago. 

At the close of its session, the council sub- 
committee on terminals gave every indica- 
tion that it will approve of ordinances that 
will be accéptable to the railroads, the Chi- 
cago Pian commission, and probably the 
Citizens’ Terminal committee. 

“All the difficulties appear to have been 
smoothed out,“ commented J. J. Turner, first 
vice president of the Pennsylvania, before he 
left for Pittsburgh with General Counsel J. J.

While no formal action was taken by the 
committee, it did not register any decided 
protest against the program submitted by 
the railroads and amended during the dis- 
cussion. This attitude of the committee is 
applicable to both the Union Station pas- 
enger program and the Pennsylvania 
freight scheme. 


Two Questions Undecided. 

Two important questions were left unde- 
cided—probably for trading purposes—but 
every one appeared to beileve they would be 
settled to the satisfaction of both aldermen 
and railroad officials. 

One of these refers to the opening of Con- 
grees street. The roads proposed that they

statements by overwhelming evidence. 
As a matter of fact, the admiral was e 


alized he was handling dynamite and delib- 
erately suppressed some features of the un- 
fortunate affair out of consideration for the 
relations between Germany and the United 
States. : 

The admiral is not disposed to add to the 
controversy, but should he be pressed he 
will make a statement which will amaze the 
public. There is no question, it is said, of the 
enmity displayed by the Germans or of the 
friendship manifested by the English. All 
the: officers who were with Dewey at Manila 
confirm his account and say it is mild in com- 
parison with the facts. 


DEWEY T ATTACKED. 

BERLIN, Feb. 19.—A sharp attack on Ad- 
miral Dewey in régard to the statements 
made in his autobiography concerning the 
German fleet at Manila during the Spanish- 
American war in 1898 was made in pariia- 
ment today by Matthias Ersberger, one of 
the leaders of the Clerical party. He said the 
statements of Admiral Dewey had excited the 
greatest amazement in Germany. 

Admiral von Tirpitz, German minister of 
marine, in reply said he understood Admiral 
Dewey would issue shortly an explanation 
showing that the conduct of Admiral von 
| Diederichs, the German commander, and 

his subordinates had been absolutely correct. 


German Journals Demand Statement. 

The German newspapers recently have se- 
verely criticise@ Admiral Dewey's book, de- 
manding that the German government issue 
an authoritative statement regarding the 
“ Manila legend.” 

Admiral Dewey, in relating the incident in 
Manila bay, says it arose through Admiral 
von Diederichs’ disinclination to observe the 
rules of the blockade established by the 
Americans, one of which rules insisted that 
neutral warships entering the bay should 
report to the Americans. 

The German vessel Cormoran disobeyed 
the rule, but a shot fired across her bows had 
the desired effect. Explanations followed 
the next day and there was no further inter- 
ference with the blockade. 


LORDS VOTE FOR INQUIRY 
ON MARCONI SHARE SCANDAL. 


Lord Murray of Elibank Must Explain 
His Part in Speculation as Result 


of Opposition Victory. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS,] 

LONDON, Feb. 19.—Lord Lansdowne, the 
opposition leader in the house of lords, de- 
nounced as desreputable today the scramble 
for American Marconi shares. His motion 
for the appointment of a committee to in- 
vestigate the charges against Lord Murray 
of Elibank, who took a prominent part in the 
speculation, was adopted without opposition. 

In speaking on his motion for the appoint- 
ment of the committee, Lord Lansdowne 
said: 

17 never was a more discreditable 
gamble on the stock exchange than the one 
which took place in connection with Ameri- 
can Marconi shares, and so disreputable was 
it that the stock exchange committee took 
the unusual course of suspending for five 
years a jobber concerned in it.“ 

Lord Lansdowne added that the report of 
the committee of the house of commons was 
inadequate. He denounced Lord Murray for 
his failure to appear before the commons 
committee. He averred that the lords com- 
mittee must ascertain whether or not Lord 
Murray obtained all of the shares for which 
he applied and the ownership of the block 
of shares that went to cabinet ministers.

_ Backs Up Dewey. 


9 Ts McCutcheon, The Tribune 
cartoonist, was one of two Amer- 
fean newspaper men who were with 
Admiral Dewey's fleet when it sailed 
from Hongkong to Manila. The other 
was E. W. Harden, then 
with The Tribune. Mr. McCutcheon’s 
presence in Manila Bay during and 
after the battle enables him to speak 
from personal knowledge of the actions 
of the German Vice Admiral Von Diede- 
richs and how they were regarded by 
the officers of the American vessels. 
Mr. McCutcheon last night gave the 
following version of the affair: 


“After the Americans went down to 
Manila and were in possession after the 
battle of Manila’ bay, they settled down toa 
long blockade. During that blockade the 
German ship Comoran came into the harbor 
one night, and in defiance of international 
law, attempted to go to anchorage without 
communicating with the American fleet. 
The vessel was signaled to stop, and, on 
refusing to comply with the signal a shot 
was fired across its bow. After the shot it 
finally did stop. The vessel was then ex- 
amined, and went to anchorage off the city. 
In a few days it was joined by other German 
ships, among them the Irene, the Kaiser, and 
I think the Kaiserin Augusta. 


“ Through the progress of the blockade the 
Germans frequently went ashore and were 
received by the Spaniards with the greatest 
courtesy and attention, and stories filtered 
out to the effect that the Germans were visit- 
ing the trenches with the Spaniards and giv- 
ing them friendly counsel and advice about 
the operations in the trenches. 

“ The German fleet then in the harbor be- 
came more and more indifferent to blockade 
courtesy” as the days went by. The ships | 
would steam back and forth in and out of 
the harbor. From their anchorage just off 
the city, where they ordinarily would lie to, 
they frequently would go down to Mariveles 
bay, twenty-five miles away, near the en- 
trance to the harbor, and sometimes would 
go outside into the China sea. 


— 

“ Bach time they came back into the har- 
bor it was necessary for the American fleet 
to communicate with the ships and the Ger- 
mans resented this very much. They resent- 
ed the fact that the Americans would go out 
and stop their ships every time they came in, 
to learn their identity, and on one occasion 
the German ship Irene refused to stop on 
signal. 

“ The revenue cutter McCullough was sent 
out and the Irene again refused to stop. 
When a boarding officer was sent to it the 
vessel steamed away, but finally stopped 
after getting a considerable distance off. 

“This was the incident which was mag- 
nified in the United States, and regarding 
which the American papers reported that the 
Irene had been fired on by the American 
ships. That report was an exaggeration, 
however. The Irene was not fired upon, but 
merely signaled to stop. 


~~ 

On the American fleet during the progress 
of the blockade the talk was so much about 
Germany and what the Germans’ intentions 
were supposed to be that the war with Spain 
was overshadowed. The officers and prac 
tically everybody on board the Americap 
ships were discussing the relative naval 
strength of the German and American boats, 
and wondering what the purpose of Germany 
was in sending so many ships to Manila. 

“The Germans began having searchlight 
practice and would send launches all around 
through the bay at night and do a great many 
things that were in detiance of international 
courtesy. 5 

“The Spaniards in Manila, according to 
the Viarro de Manilla, looked upon the Ger- 
mans as being their friends and sympathizers 
and seemed to regard the advent of Ger- 
many's fleet as encouragement to the Span- 
ish interests. 

The Germans saluted the Spanish flag on 
several occasions after Admiral Dewey es- 
tablished the blockade. This was either an 
evidence of friendliness to Spain or an ex- 
hibition of great indifference to propriety. 

“ All foreign ships in a blockaded port are 
allowed to enter and remain there through 
the sufferance and courtesy of the admiral 
commanding the blockading fleet,

It finally got to a point where Dewey was 
much concerned about what the attitude of 
Germany really was, and he was provoked 
at the defiance of the rules of blockade. So 
one day when the German Vice Admiral 
Von Diederichs sent hia flag lieutenant to 
Dewey to protest about having his ships 
stopped, Dewey is reported to have said to 
the lieutenant something to this effect: — 

Tou go back to your admiral and tell 
him that I want to know whether Germany 
is at war with the United States or not. If 
she is not at war she has got to observe the 
rules of this blockade, and if she is at war 
I want to know it.’ 

“After the German flag lieutenant went 
back to the German vice admiral and pre- 
sumably delivered this message the German
